ASSETS SAID 10 BE $1,000,000 


Stockholders’ Bill Charges That the 
Assoclation Is Insolvent, 


JUDGE BRUCE SIGNS A RULE KIS! 


Plaintiffs in the Court Bill Declare 
Demands for Withdrawal Have 
Been Made Upon Company 
Without Being Com- 
plied With.

A bill asking fer a receiver for the South- 
ern Huilding and Loan  Asscciation, of 
Huntsville, Ala... will be filed in that city 
this morning. The bill is prepared by Glenn 
& Rountree and Lawrence R. Brooks, of 
Atlanta. and Marion W. Harris, of Macon. 

The asscts of the company thus put in a 
receciver’s hands are more than one million 
dcllars. 

These attorneys for their clients ask that 
the receiver be appointed owing to the fact 
that the association is insolvent. They al- 
lege that their clients have made repeated 
demands upon the corporation for a with- 
drawal and that as the association has re- 
fused to grant them this privilege within 
the time allowed by the law, they declare 
themselves insolvent of their own motion. 

The parties who own stock in the com- 
pany and who are the movants in ths 
present action are J. D. Abel and Mrs, 
Mary Straton, of Macon, and Mrs. Mattie 
J. Lyon and L. D Wilson, of Atlanta. 
These stockholders hold several thousand 
dollars worth of the stock of the associa-. 
tion. 

The Southern Building and Loan Associ- 
ation is one of the largest corporations of 
the kind in the United States, with assets 
considerably over $1,000,000. It does busi- 
ness in eleven states and the present bill 
will practicably tie up this vast sum that 
ts scattered in small amounts over these 
states. 

The bill is Known as a “stockholders’ or 
administration bill” and purports to be 
filed in behalf of all the stockholders of the 
association. The corporation being insol- 
vent, they say it is right that all the share- 
holders should be protected before the asso- 
ciation becomes wholly defunct. It is al- 
leged by the comp!ainants that they brought 
the stock of the association with the under- 
standing that at the end of six years it was 
to mature and they were to receive the 
principal and the earnings. 

The company was formed in 1889 and the 
prospectus of it at that time stated that 
for each thousand dollars’ worth of stock 
the applicant wanted he could pay into the 
association $7 per month for six years, at 
the end of which time the stock would 
have matured and the stockholders would 
own a thousand dollars’ worth of the stock 
of the association, having made earnings 
to the amount of $496. 

Many Subscribed to It. 

A large number of people went into the 
arrangement, thinking that they could 
double their money in the six years. The 
bill continues, alleging that in the case of 
the present movants, at the end of six 
years they asked the association for their 
principal and earnings. They claim that 
the association replied that the stock had 
not matured, but they could withdraw the 
amount they had put in with 8 per cent 
for the average t!ime. 

Then a number filed their applications 
and were notified that they must wait their 
turn until reached, which, as they stated, 
would be from six to twelve months, as 
there were many applications ahead of 
them, in one instance 2,100. 

Judge Bruce, of the United States district 
court of the middle and northern district of 
Alabama, signed the rule nisi yesterday at 
noon and Mr. Marion W. Harris left Mont- 
gomery immediately for Huntsville, the 
home of the defendant corporation, to 
place it upon record and have a copy of it 
served upon them. Judge Bruce has fixed 
the hearing of the case for the fall term of 
the court and it will be heard early in Oc- 
tober, 

The effect of this receivership will ex- 
tend over the entire south and the indica- 
tions are that many bills of a similar echar- 
acter Will be filed as soon as it is known 
that some one has taken the initiative. he 
association has loans to the amount of 
$738,085 and with their other resources they 
amount, according to the statement of the 
association on June Mth, to $1,044,943.

KIDS MUST STAY HOME NIGHTS 


This Is the Claim Made by the Good 
Ladies of the W. C. T. U.—Police 
Committee Will Act. 


The police committee of the general 
council, consisting of Alderman Hirsch, 
chairman. and Councilmen Maddox and 
Camp, will meet tomorrow afternoon in the 
office of the chairman, and one of the 
principal mattegs to be discussed is, the 
curfew law, which has for some time past 
been agitated by ife ladies of the Woman's 
Christian Temperance Union.

So far none of the ladies who first agi- 
tated the question have announced their 
intention of going before the committee in 
order to press their claims, but it may be 
that some of 
the meeting hour arrives. The curfew law 
is one of the reforms that has long been 
agitated by the Woman’s Christian Tem- 
perance Union. As soon as that organiza- 
tion gained a foothold tn the city those at 
the head.of it began to look about in order 
to see what needed reforming. 

AS a consequence they harassed until a 
police matron was stationed at the police

The emi- 
nent services which he rendered to my hus- 
band, Alfonso, gave him a claim to all 
of my respeet and his fresh sacrifices for 
the throne further united him to me and 
to the fatherland.

“My children join with me in this mourn- 
ing of the crown and nation. All my pray- 
ers are for him. Heaven grant you the 
necessary resignation.” 


Golli Is Identified. 


A dispatch from Lucera, Italy, 
the Italian police have identified Golll, the 
of Senor Canovas, as Michael 

He is thirty-three years of age, 
and was born at Foggia, capital of the 
province ‘of that name in the Apulilan 
plain. His military record was very bad. 
He proved an indifferent and disobedient 
soldier and was sent for three years’ ser- 
viee in the disciplinary battalion. Subse- 
quently he became a compositor. 

In April, 1896, he was sentenced to eight- 
een months’ imprisonment for disseminat- 
ing anarchist propaganda, but after serv- 
ing a part of the term, escaped to Spain. 

His father, 
who is a tailor, ts grief-stricken by the 
crime of the son.

THE GROWING CROPS 


Average Condition for the Month Falls 
Below That of July. 


CORN LOWER THAN IN YEARS 


Kansas Shows a Decline of Twenty 
Points and Texas of Eighteen. 


SPRING WH:AT IS DECIDEDLY FIGHER 


Apples Are Away Off Compared to 
the Past, While Peaches Will Not 
Show Anything Like a Crop. 


Washington, August 1).—The August re- 
port of the statistician of the department 
of agriculture shows the following average 
ecnditions on August Ist: 

“Corn, &.2; spring wheat, 86.7; spring 
rye, 89.8: oats, 86.0; barley, 87.5; buckwheat, 
44.9: tobacco, 78.7; irish potatoes, 77.9. 

“The condition of corn, 84.2, is 13 points 
higher than lest month 11.8 points lower 
than on August 1, 1896, ard 3 points lower 
than the August average for the last tea 
years. Tha principal state averages are 
as follows: Ohlto, 8; Michigan, 85; Indiana, 
92: Illinois, ™;.lowa, 78; Missouri. 87; Kan- 
sas, 70, a drop of 206 points during’ the 
month; Nebraska, 84; Texas, 83, a decline 
of 18 points; Ternessee, 0; Kentucky, 92 

“The condition of spring wheat--S¢e.7—Ils 
4.5 peints lower then last month, but 7.5 
points higher than on August I, 18%, and 
4.5 points higher than August average fer 
the last ten years. There is a_ decline 
of 8 points in Minnesota, 11 in South Da- 
keta, 5 in North Dakota end one in Ne- 
bri ska The average condition of spring 
rye is &9.3, ¢s compared with ™ list month, 
\X§ on August 1, 1896, and 86.8 for the last 
ten years. The average condition Of oats 
s &6 as compared with 87.5 last month, 
and 77.3 on August 1, 1896. The cons >)idated 
returns indicate that about 10 per cent of 
the oat crop of last year Is still on hand. 

“he average condition of barliey—S7.5— 
as against 88.5 on July Ist and 82.9 on Au- 
gust 1, TSt6.

Kentucky 
shows a decline of 3 points, but Virginia 
and North Carolina have improved their 
condition 7 points and 6 points, respectively. 
The total area of the hay crop ts 1L9 per 
cent less than last year. New York, Penn- 
svivania, Ohio, Michigan, Indiana and 
Wisconsin show slight increzses, but this 
is more than offset by the decrease in 
Illinois, Minnesota, lewa, Missouri, Kansas 
Nebraeka, tha two Dakoias and Cali- 
The condition of the rice crop of 
Louisiana is N4° of South Carolina and 
of Georgia 92. The condition of the apple 
crop is very unfavorable. Ohio and Michi- 
can have a little more than one-third of 
a full crop, Pennsylvania slightly under 
and New York slightly over half a crop 
and Virginia and Kentucky each about 
two-thirds. Reports from several points 
in Canada Indicate a short crop of. the 
larger fruits, particularly apples, both in 
Ontario and the Maritime province. There 
are few sections of the country that do 
not report a failure, more or less marked 
in the peach crop. The average condition 
of pastures ts very high, an average ex- 
ceeding or closely approaching 100 being 
reported from three-fourths of the states.”

By the time the next campaign onens 
t will be found that the protest in the 
emocratic platform against government 
y injunction is one of the timedtiest 
d most pressing issues of the hour. 
Attacks directed against popular gov- 
Wernment and the liberties of the people 
Mby superserviceable federal juuges have 
wgrown to alarming proporcions, The 
uccess of the republican ticket secms 
o have emboldened various of these 
judges to set at defiance the laws and 
stitutions of their couniry. 
We referred recently to tho high- 
ded order issued by Judge Jackson, 
sof the federal district court of West Vir- 
ginia, enjoining the striking miners and 
atheir friends from even peaceadly pass- 
ang along the public highways leading 
the mines. In this case tle super- 
bgserviceable judge has gone entirely out- 
ide the law to make a tyrannical at- 
‘tack on the liberties of the peop'e in 
wthe interest of combined capital. Com- 
‘bined capital has its rights, and sheuld 
be protected in them to the last ex- 
tremity, but when it prevails on federal 
, judges to override the law ‘n its intere.. 


and violent attack on the very founda- 
‘tion of free government. Jndge Jack- 
son’s order is itself a movement in the 
direction of revolution, being in the na- 
ture of an attempt to overturn our in- 
stitutions so far as these institutions 
protect the lives and liberties of citi- 
zens within the reach of Judge Jack- 
son’s authority.

The training that a boy receives on

‘The lack of human com- 
panionship does not involve stagnation 
of the mind. On the contrary refiec- 


tion becomes active. Companionship 
with nature begets problems which the 
mind is free to follow out to a philo- 
sophical conclusion, 

Let it not be supposed that contact 
of mind with mind is necegsary to bring 


our mental faculties to maturity. The 
real education, the real culture, which 


gives consistency to life and conduct is 
to be found in that isolationewhich gives 
ayoung mananopportunity to contem- 
plate the problems which are to be found 
at the heart of nature. It is reflection 
that gives origmality to the mind, and 
it is reflection which gives to mén who 
are ignorant of books those qualities of 
mind which manifest themselves in 
what is called character. 

It thus happens that when a young 
man from the farm seeks his fortune 
in the city, he brings to the quest a mind 
anatured by companionship with the 
forces of nature. He has solved to his 
own satisfaction problems that the city- 
bred youth has never thought of. He 
already has a philosophy of life, which, 
crude though it may be, is sufficient for 
its purpose. 

He brings to the quest qualities of 


adaptiveness that the city-bred youth 
is a stranger to. Communion with na- 


ture has disciplined his mind, and the 


life of freedom that has been his has 
disciplined his body. He is able to 
practice the most rigid economy. As he 


has seen nature store her forees, he is 
able to store his, and he possesses the 
foresight that belongs to those who sow 
in the spring: that they may reap in 
the fall, and who save in the fall that 
which they hope to enjoy during the 
non-productive seasons. 

The whole theory of life and business 
is to be studied on the farm, and the 
apt and ambitious young man finds his 
experience there as profitable as a 
course at a university. Since the founda- 
tion of the world the farm is and has 
been the alma mater of those who have 
won the highest fame—sages, statesmen, 
founders of empires and republies, phil- 
anthropists and patriots.

of Judge Jackson is involved in the in- 
junction issued on the 29th of July by 
Judge John A. Williams, of the United 
States district court of Kansas, That 
injunction is in the nature of an order 
enjoining the state insurance commis- 
gion and the attorney general of Kan- 
sas from bringing any proceedings whst- 
ever under the state laws to prevent a 
life insurance company from doing busi- 
mess in Kansas, for reasons which ere 
mot stated, but. whatever they may be, 
it is a drastic order which snuts a state 
out of its own courts, even for a hear- 
ing. 

Here it will be observed, a federal 
Judge undertakes to wipe out the sover- 
eignty of a state for the benefit and 
profit of an insurance company. The 
prosecuting attorney of the state is en- 
joined, under penalty of imprisonment 
for contempt, from carrying owt the 
laws of the state. With this insane 
order as a precedent, any corporation 
may defy the laws of a sovereign state, 
depending on a superserviceabie federal 
judge to uphold them in their revolt 
against the authority of the state courts. 

The attorney general of Kansas has 
paid no attention to the injunction, but 
has brought proceedings in quo warran- 
to against the insurance company to 
/compel that corporation to show by 
“what authority it is doing usifiess in 
Kansas. The result will be -wacched 
with interest. 

These are flagrant instances cf the 
efforts of the federal judiciary to over- 
ride the authority of the states a’.d de- 
stroy the liberties of the people, and 
if they had occurred fifty vear, ago 
would not have been tolerated. 

It is not the first time inat the tyran- 
my of federal judges has »een made a 
political issue, and the victory now, 
as heretofore, will with the people 
unless they have lost their love of liber- 
ty, and have allowed the allurements of 
republican class legislation to befog 
their patriotism.

A Problem That Should Be Settled. 

‘Time in the processes of her infinite 
operations sooner or later disposes of 
the hardest problems, but she appears 
to have made an exception of the west 
side problem of reaching the city with- 
out traversing three times the direct 
distance, 

The energy and wisdom of many coun- 
cils have wrestled with the question in 
vain. It has. resisted the doughtiest 
intellects and the toughest wills and is 
on deck today with the same perverse- 
ness and elusiveness of other days. 

But it is but a simple problem after 
a'l, involving an act of simple justice. 
What those people of the west side want 
is and convenient means of get- 
ting into the business part of the city 
and of getting back totheir homes again, 
and at least tl feasible propositions 
have been submitted to meet this need. 
These propositions include the plan to 
extend Alabama street by bridging over 
the railroad tracks; a plan to extend 
Hunter street by r£oing under 
the tracks, and a very popular plan to 
construct a viaduct over the railroad 
tracks at Mitchell street. Either one of 
these plans, if carried out, would meet 
the west side people’s demand. Of the 
three, the last seems to be most. feas- 
ible and the less expensive. 

The expenditure of a reasonable sum 
of money in this direction should not 
Stand in the way of immediate steps to 
give the patient and long-suffering peo- 


an a y 


Sale 
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ple of the west side what long ago 
should have been theirs by common 
consent. While the ears of council have 


been peculiarly sensitive to the needs of 
other sections in the matter of improve- 
ments, but scant consideration has been 
shown the west side. The bridge com- 
mittee of succeeding councils has been 
left to grapple with the questions, and. 
in the -nature of things, obstacles have 
arisen which discouraged the committee 
before it-got very far. 

But, fortunately, the consideration of 
the matter has now been brought to a 
point where a little determined and unit- 
ed action is all that is needed to effect 
a definite solution of this time-honored 
problem. ‘The railroads have shown a 
disposition to co-operate with the city 
in opening a way of communication 
with the west side, and if the matter 
is pressed now as it should be, there is 
every reason to believe that the present 
council Will he whole vexed ques- 
tion satisfactorily settled. The rail- 
roads have offered to meet council half- 
way in building a viaduct at Mitchel] 
Street, and have subscribed $25.000 for 
that purpose. It is not unlikely that 
they would give even more than that, if 
necessary, to see a final solution of the 
problem. Possibly they could be in- 
duced to divide the expense of such 
work with the city. 

The west side people have been pa- 
tient and long-suffering. Year upon 
year they have seen their hopes and pe 
titions shelved, and year upon year they 
have been given only promises. They 
are within call and stone’s throw of 
the very -heart of the city. and vet by 
peculiar physical conditions are ag far 
away as West End or Inman Park. A 
vast area of the city’s territory is thus 
cut off without safe or convenient com- 
munication with the city, and the result 
is seen in decreased property values and 
a failure of that section to keep pace 
with other parts of the city in growth 
ard improvement, 

Put yourse!ves in their places, you 
fortunate citizens, whose  well-paved 
streets cut. straight into the heart of 
the city. They invested in their prop- 
erty with their honest earnings just as 
you have done and are paying taxes into 
the city’s treasury as you are doing. 
They have waited patiently for what 
they know is due them by the city, but 
with indifferent, half-hearted action a

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THE GEORGIA FARMER. 


' By Tybee Light, August 10.—That the 
Georgia farmer is a powertu! man in other 
fields than agricultural has long since 
been conceded. He is strong in the pul- 
pit, where his earnestness puts to shame 
the restrained zeal of Rev. Mr. Chasule 
and when-he enters politics he is especial- 
ly effective. Ever ‘since the original co 
coon raisers in the back country slipped the 
attention of the late Mr. Oglethorpe, the 
Georgia farmer has been cutting as wide 
a clearing in the fleld political as in the 
forests which impeded his way. 


The Georgia State Agricultural Society is 
not a political society yet it nnot forbid 
the Httle joint discussions which precede 
every session, sometimes obtrude them- 
selves into !t and often follow the mMem- 
bers to their distant homes. Nothing is 
more natural than for the gentleman from 
Lowndes to ask the gentleman from 
Coweta how the folks are getting. along 
in west Georg’a and true politeness, which 
is a Georgia characteristic, calls for a re- 
turn of the inquiry. 

When the gentleman from Elbert county 
cones up, closely followed by the gentle- 
man from Burke, the guthering assumes a 
friendly form and opinions are interchang- 
ed upon many topics. There is the gov- 
ernorship—but the’ blushes of the gen- 
tleman from Pulaski must be respected, 
and the subject is not made too prom- 
inent. There are questions to be comnsid- 
ered, however, which point to the conclus- 
ion that a farmer could best fill the gov- 
ernor’s chair, when again it is deemed 
imprudent to become personal. Finally it 
is developed that there are other offices to 
be filled and that the friends of many men 
are present who think that hurried aéfion 
would be precipliate. 


The present session of the society meets 
within sound the sad sea waves 
off Ty bee, and Rf Pope Brown 
is president, Once before this 
society met by the seashore in Bruns- 
wick, when Willlam J. Northen was pres- 


ident. Is this a coincidence, or is it merely 
noth- 


ome of those accidents which mean 
ing? Or is it always the unexpected that 
happens? From being a society of com- 


fortable planters which met twice a year 
for an outing, the suspicion of politics 
has attached to it ever since the late 
Alfred H. Colquitt made use of it in order 
to reach the governorship. The next am- 
bitious president was Leonidas F. Liv- 
ingstom, who tried his hand in state poli- 
tics by pushing through the nomination of 
Governor McDaniel with some hopes of the 
succession for himself. Then William J. 
Northen crossed his path, gaining the 
presidency, when Livingstom sloughed off 
to the alliance and the farmers of Geor- 
gia found themselves divided—the gentle- 
man farmers in the State Agricultural So- 


ety and the smaller farmers and ten- 
ants in the alliance. The political result 
was a dog-fall; Northen getting the gov- 
ernorship. with a small salary and Liv- 
ingston going to congress on a much 
larger one. The governorship lasted only 
four years, while the seat in congress has 


already renched six, with promise of more, 
Ever since the state society has played 
shy of politics. 


As already intimated, the State Ag- 
ricultural Society was composed of what 
would be called in Kengland gentlemen 
farmers. They were large land owners, 
but seldom tillers of the soil, a task which 
they relegated to croppers. Their semi-an- 
nual meetings were appointed for pleasant 
tours, where a good reception was assured, 


and the social amenities were known to 
be worthy of the trip. These gentiemen, 
while not a majority of the voters, as- 


sumed to control that majority, which was 
to what they 


| represented as standing pat 

I sala. The railroads recognized the im- 

| portance of the meetings by granting spe- 

cial rates, and the politicians recognized 
the power of the members by courting 
their influence. In time, however, the mass 
of farmers felt that the state society was 
not a popular body in its make-up, and 
the alliance took the field, sweeping the 
state from one end to the other. As the 
alliance waned in strength the state society 
wrecuperated, and the election of Mr. Pope 
Brown to the presidency imbued it with 


some of its old-time ambition. 


—» — 


Has Mr. Brown any ambition for the 


governorship? This is a question which 
Fas often been asked throughout the state 
and is perhaps best answered by the state- 
ment that but few men live who 
would refuse honorable sery.ce to 
the peonle. ‘Mr. Brown is one of the mos 


successful farmers of the state, having wun- 


der cultivation thousands of acres. He Is 
both a red h.Jjl and sandy land farmer, 
having an experience which puts him in 
touch with all classes. As a member ot! 
the legislature he has been paving specia: 
attent'on to agricultural education, ana 
it was upon his motion that the legislative 
committee was appo'nted to look into the 
working of the agricultural department of 
the university. Mr. Brown is supposea 
to favor a separate agricultural colleee, 


probably in another location, and upon the 
strength f this movement depends 


of his 
political 


chances. 
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It must not be supposed that Mr. Brown 


is the only eligib!e politic'an in the society, 
for there are others who would like to 
serve the people in the state capitol; espe- 
cially in the office of commissioner of 
agricuiture. Tagged on to every guber- 
natorial dandidate there will be those 
other eandidates for minor places, who 
-will seek to cinch their claims by their 
assumed control of the farming classes. 
There is no doubt that much of the 
work of the Blalock committee has for its 


object such a shaking up of the statehouse 


officials as will necessitate a new deal, 
Tags will assume an immense importance 
for the occasion, and an effort Will be 
made to convince the people that there is 
more gold in tags than in the Kiondike 
mines, Besides the other gubernator‘ai 
candidates have friends among the farm- 
ers. Terrell still keeps up his Meriwether 
county appearance, and duBignon lives 
close by Tybee, so close, indeed, that he 
may be induced to tell the people what 


to do in the emergency. 


All this talk of politics {s natural enough, 
but the Georgia farmer ‘s not fond of 
the game to forget more important 
things. The wonderful development ot 
the state within the past two years, ana 
the growing activity of rural property 
has jammed up quite an interest in Geor- 
ria farming lands. The colonies seatterea 
all over the state, many of which are al- 
ready demonstrated successes, have 
awakened possibilities hardly dreamed ol! 
before, so that the society has a good op- 
portunity lead off in the work of mak- 
ing known the resources of the state. The 
entire sandy is Known to native 
tillers to be productive beyond all doubt, 
yet that fact remains to be so proven as to 
command betief.

Reynolds 
Claimed that Brooks cut the body open 
after they got to the river and sank it. 


Brooks Tells the Story. 


At 2 o’clock Bud Brooks was placed on 
the stand. He said: 

“About two weeks previous to the kill- 
ing Reynolds came over into South Caro- 
lina and told me that he could get some 
money easily from old man Hunt. I re- 
fused at first, but finally agreed to go 
with him. Walker Cain and myself went 
over itnto Jackson county and went to 
work for Reynolds cutting crossties. He 
had not paitd mo any money and I threat- 
ened to leave him. He begged me to stay 
Over and said that he would pay me. I 
decided to stay. Reynolds went to Bellton 
the next day. 

“He brought old man Hunt back with 
him and passed where I was working. In 
a few minutes I heard Grady Reynolds 
hollow and saw him coming toward me. 
As he came up he said: ‘Bud, 1 have al- 
most killed old man Hunt:’ I said: ‘Gra- 
dy, surely not.’ ‘Yes, I have: come with 
me at once.” 1l went, and when I eot to 
where Hunt was he was breathing 
last. Reynolds said to me: ‘Pick up that 
gun and finish him.’ IL replied: ‘Grady, I 
can't do it; my heart fails me.’

Provincial Renaudier Came Here for 
That Purpose. 


HE ($ TRE HEAD OF THE ORDER 


And Is Stationed at Boston—Contract 
for New Catholic Church Will 
Probably Soon Be Let. 


The contract for the building of the new 
Catholie church, which will be under the 
control of the Marist Fathers, has not as 
yet been given.and it is uncertain when it 
will be let. In the meantime the work of 
collecting the $35,000, which will be the 
cost of the edifice, is progressing, but 
those who have the matter in charge ¢x- 
press themselves as being unable to de- 
termine when enough of the amount will 
have been subscribed to justify the com- 
mencing of work. 

The lot has been paid for and therein 
lurks a story of some interest. As is well 
known, the lot which was bought for the 
church site is situated near the corner of 
ivy and Peachtree streets, and was }ur- 
chased from Mr. Welborne Hill. It was at 
one time his residence. 

Provincial Renaudier, who is the head of 
the entire Marist order, was telegraphed 
for and he came at orce to the city. He 
requested that his coming and going be 
kept a secret and so successfully was this 
carried out that only a few in the city 
knew of his arrival ard departure. 

Provincial Renaudier is a Frenchman, 
and came to this country from Lyons. 
Provincial is his title. He is stationed 
at present in Boston, and came all the way 
from that city upon being telegraphed for. 
When he arrived in the city a conference 
was held and the committee, consigting of 
the members appointed from the congre- 
gation, Fathers Gibbons and Guinan and 
Provincial Renaudier met with Mr. Hill, 
and after a little time it was decided to 
make the purchase. Provincial Renau- 
dir then took out a roll of bills, and after 
counting out $12,000, handed the money to 
Mr. Hill and the trade had been consum- 
mated, that being the price asked by Mr. 
tiill for his let. 

The title is invested in Provincial Renau- 
dier and after his death it will go to his 
successor. It now remains for the congre- 
gation to subscribe the $35,000 necessary for 
the erecting of the church. The lot on 
Marietta street, which is the site of the old 
church, is fully paid for and the title has 
been transferred to the Marists. It is val- 
ued at $40,000 and is in an excellent locality 
for building purposes. It has been decided, 
however, to hold it for a while in order to 
obtain its full value. 

A report was circulated some time ago 
that a temporary structure would be erect- 
ed on the Ivy street site, but such is not 
the case. The Hill residence, which is still 
standing, will be moved to the rear and 
two of the rooms made into one. This will 
be converted into a temporary chapel, 
where mass will be read once every Sun- 
day for the convenience of those who 
live on

Weekly Crop Bulletin. 


Washington, August 10.—The weekly crop 
bulletin of the weather bureau issued today 
says: In the staies of the centra} vaileys 
and Atlantic coasts and gulf districts the 
week has been generally favorable 
crops. Portions of Missouri, western Ten- 
nessee, Mississippi and Kentucky have 
however, suffered from drought and ex- 
cessive heat during the first week Which 
proved injurious over portions of the gulf 
states. In the west gulf states the week 
has been very unfavorable, being exces- 
sively warm and dry. On the Pacifie e ast 
the conditions have been very favorable 
although extremely warm in Washington 
and Oregen. 


for 


Corn has continued to make favorable 
progress in the principal corn States, and 
While recent rains have proved beneficial 


in Nebraska and Kansas, the reports indi- 
cate that the crop has been permanently 


injured in portions of those states. It is 
estimated that the bulk of the corn crop 
Will be safe from injury by frost by Sep- 


tember loth, and that the late planted will 
be safe by October Ist. 
Except over portions of North Carolina. 
Florida. Tennessee, Arkansas, Missouri 
and Oklahoma, where cotton has mado fair 
progress, the past week has not been fa- 
vorable to the staple. Complaints of shed- 
ding are general over the southern portion 
of -the belt, while worms and rust are re- 
ported from some sections. In Texas 
Louisiana and Arkansas cotton on uplands 
is suffering seriously from drought. rick- 
ing is becoming general over the southern 
and central portions of the cotton region 
and first bales were marketed during the 
week in Alabama, “Mississippi, Arkansas 
and Florida. a 
Spring wneat in the Dakotas and Minne- 
sota is well advanced, but has been delaved 
by rains to some extent in South Dakota 
where a part of the crop, which vus over- 
ripe, has sustained injury. Very favorable

In the other 
states an improvement is shown. so that 
the general average is about 1 point better 
than the last report. This report is better 
than the trade.anticipated, but the weekly 
reports since received indicate a continued 
decline in Texas conditions. The mar- 
ket declined slightly from yesterday's close, 
although Furope continued to buy the d‘g- 
tant deliveries.

The corn crop will 
be large. Cotton still fairly good, but 
has made but little Improvement and in 
some sections has received a decided set- 
back. There !s some rust on pine land 
cotton. The bolls are opening premature- 
Py in a good many localities. Picking has 
commenced in some of the southern coun- 
ties and some cotton-has been sold. Sweet 
potatoes and all minor crops are needing 
rain. Pastures and grasses are good, but 
would be benefited by rain. Grapes are 
good and plentiful, other fruits poor and 
scarce, 

Northern Division. 

The week opened hot and dry, and in a 
few localities crops were slightly dam- 
aged, but good showers on the Sth and 
6th greatly revived vegetation and now 
all crops are doing well. One or two of 
our correspondents state that cotton is 
suffering for want of molsture, but the 
general crop is excellent. Cotton is form- 
ing raobily and beginning ‘to open in 
many localities. Corn is doing remarkably 
well and there will be a large crop. Fod- 
der pulling has been carried forward rap- 
idly during the past week and it is being 
Gaved in excellent condition. Peaches and 
Other fruits are not good and are scarce. 
Peas are improving and a large yield Is 
anticipated. Pastures are in splendid con- 
dition and range stock is fat and healthy.

During most of the week 
high temperature has prevailed, 
abundance of sunshine and very 
raim. These conditions have been 
detrimental to crops, especially 
which has suffered considerably in some 
localities. It is shedding rapidly and the 
leaves were badly parctfed and are falling 
off. The weather during the past week 
has more than coumerbalanced the good 
effects of the two preceeding weeks, and 
farmers generally appear very gloomy 
over the present cotton outlook. Consid- 
erable hail fell in’ Houston county on the 
2d, but no serious damage was done as 
far as can be learred. Fodder pulling has 
been pushed during the week and a large 
crop is being housed and saved in fine 
condition.
